portion  of  the  Union  party 

An  English  Lady 

I  have  heard  a  good  deal  of  the  tenacity 
with  which  English  ladies  retain  their  per- 
sonal beauty  to  a  late  period  of  life;  but 
(not  to  suggest  that  an  American  eye  needs 
use  ami  cultivation  before  it  can  quite appre 
ciate  the  charm  of  English  beauty  at  any 
age)  it  strikes  me  that  an  English  lady  ol 
fifty  is  apt  to  become  a  creature  le9S  refined 
and*lelicate,  so  far  as  her  physique  goes,  than 
anything  we  Western  people  class  under  the 
name  of  woman.  She  has  an  awful  ponder- 
osity of  frame,  not  pulpy,  like  ihe  looser 
development  of  our  tew  fat  women,  but  mas 
sive  with  solid  beef  and  streaky  tallow  so 
that  (though  struggling  manfully  against 
the  idea)  you  inevitably  think  of  her  as 
made  up  of  sleak9  and  sirloins.  When  she 
walks,  her  advance  is  elephantine.  When 
she  sits  down  it  is  on  a  great  round  space  of 
her  maker's  foot  stool,  where  she  looks  as  if 
nothing  could  ever  move  her. 

She  imposes  awe  and  respect  by  the  much- 
ness of  her  personality,  to  such  a  degree 
that  you  probably  credit  her  with  far  great 
er  moral  and  intellectual  force  than  she  can 
fully  claim.  Her  visage  is  usually  grim  and 
stern,  seldom  positively  forbid. ling,  yet  calm- 
ly terrible,  not  merely  by  its  breadth  and 
weight  of  feature,  but  because  it  seeii)9  to 
express  so  much  well-founded  self-reliance, 
such  acquaintance  with  the  world,  its  toils, 
troubles  and  dangers,  and  6uch  sturdy  capac- 
ity for  trampling  down  a  foe.  Without  any- 
thing positively  salient,  or  actively  offensive, 
or,  indeed  unjustly  formidable  to  her  neigh- 
bore,  she  has  the  "effect  of  a  seventytour  gun 
ship  in  time  of  jieaee  ;  for,  while  you  assure 
yourself  that  there  is  no  real  danger,  you 
cannot  help  thinking  how  tremendous  would 
be  her  onset,  if  pugnaciously  inclined,  and 
how  futile  the  effort  to  iniflct  any  counter- 
injury. 

She  certainly  looks  tenfold— nay  a  hun- 
dredfold—better able  to  lake  care  of  herself 
than  our  slender  framed  and  haggard  wo- 
mankind; but  1  have  not  found  reason  to 
suppose  that  the  English  dowager  of  fifty 
has  actually  greater  courage,  fortitude,  and 
strength  of  character  than  our  woman  of 
similar  age,  or  even  a  tougher  physical  en 
durance  than  they.  Morally,  she  is  strong, 
I  suspect,  only  iu  society,  and  in  the  coin, 
mon  routine  of  social  affairs,  and  would  be 
found  powerless  and  timid  in  any  exceptional 
strait  that  might  call  for  energy  outside  of 
the  conventionalities  amid  which  she  has 
crown  up. 

You  can  meet  this  figure  in  the  street  and 
even  »mile  at  the  recollection.  But  conceive 
of  her  in  a  ball  room,  with  the  bare,  brawny 
arms  that  she  invariably  displays  there,  and 
all  the  other  corresponding  development 
such  as  is  beautiful  in  the  maiden  blossoms 
hut  a  spectable  to  howl  at  iu  such  an  over' 
blown  cabbage  rose  as  this. — Hawthorne's 
Sketches.

the  ''Atlantic  Monthly,"  of  the  causes  of  the 
failure  alluded  to,  is  substantially  cor- 
rect. Magrinler  was  in  command  at  York- 
town  when  McClellan  first  approached 
that  place,  and  had  but  about  S,000  troops, 
but  he  so  managed  this  little  body  ;  by 
frequently  changing  their  position,  as  to 
blind  our  tleneral  as  to  the  true  number 
in  bis  battlements;  McClellan  In  his  own 
despatches,  estimating  them  at  some  20,- 
()00 — when  our  army  approached,  and  the 
rebels  were  making  preparations  for  an  ear 
ly  retreat,  to  the  utter  surprise  of  Mngruder, 
Gen.  McClellan  set  to  work  digging  trenches 
and  raising  up  batteries,  in  which  .work  be 
expended  a  precious  month's  time,  or  more, 
and  thus  gave  the  rebels  time  to  fortily  Rich- 
mond the  more  strongly  in  the  line  ol  the  ex- 
pected approach,  and  at  the  same  time  to 
draw  in  their  scattered  columns  to  reinforce 
their  little  force  in  front  of  our  most  power- 
ful army,  which  then  consisted  of  more  than 
100,000  of  as  tine  troops  as  ever  entered  the 
held. 

The  Chief  of  Artillery  begged  McClellan 
to  let  him  open  on  the  enemy  nshe  completed 
bis  batteries,  which  would  undoubtedly,  as 
now  seen,  have  sent  Magruder  flying  very 
quickly  ;  but  no,  they  were  lorbidden  to  do 
10  until  the  last  battery  was  finished.  The 
enemy  knew,  as  well  as  our  General,  the  pre- 
rise  time  it  was  intended  lo  open  upon  bis 
works,  and -so  when  the  morning  .dawned  on 
which  the  orders  were  given  to  comjnence 
the  attack,  it  was  louml  that  the  rebels  had 
the  night  before  evacuated  the  premises,  and 
retired  to  the  next  line  of  defence  at  Wil. 
hamsburg,  where  they  were  prepared  lo  re- 
ceive our  troops,  and  at  which  point  a  most 
bloody  and  obstinate  light  was  progressing, 
with  damage  and  danger  to  the  corps  enga- 
ged !  and  although  McClellan  was  hut  a 
ihort  distance  in  the  rear,  it  was  not  till  near 
nightfall  that  he  made  bis  appearance  in  ihe 
front,  with  an  additional  force,  after  having 
been  sent  lor,  tor  the  purpose 

As  the  Baltimore  Clipper  pertinent!)  "b- 
>erves,  it  is  heart-sickening,  now  ihat  the 
v eiJ  is  thrown  aside,  and  we  are  enabled  to 
have  an  inside  view  ol  affairs  with  the  ArJ 
oay  of  the  Potomac,  tu  witness  the  horrible 
mismanagement  which,  lioiu  lirst  to  last, 
the  Generals  in  command  of  it  have  die- 
(tliiycd,  and  none  of  them,  it  is  uow  proved, 
in  an  equal  ratio  with  that  of  McClellan, 
whilst  he  was  at  its  head 

It  is  a  harsh  judgment  to  pass  upon  one 
whom  we,  with  almost  the  whole  nation,  at 
one  time  held  in  such  high  estimation,  but 
we  caunot  disguise  the  proofs  now  before  us, 
as  they  clearly  point  to  the  fast,  that  Gener- 
al McClellan  was  either  delaying  his  work 
for  some  ulterior  ends,  or  that  he  was  en- 
tirely inadequate  to  the  task  assigned  him. 
tie  was  always  gfinff  to  move  on  the  enemy, 
but  always  found  some  excuse  for  delay — 
for  change-  of  plans— for  snarling  and  find- 
ing fault  with  bis  superiors — until  time  af- 
ter time  he  iqissed  the  favorable  opportuni- 
ties which  on  several  occasions  were  before 
him,  il  tie  had  had  the  disposition  or  the  in- 
tention  lo  avail  of  them,  by  which  he  could 
have  entered  Richmond! 

The  secret  of  the  whole  matter  may  prob- 
ably be  summed  up  in  the  fact  that  Meflel- 
lan,  having  obtained  considerable  eclai  be- 
fore the  country,  was  seized  upon  by  the 
Democratic  politicians,  who  poisoned  his 
mind  with  the  bright  visions  of  political 
ambition,  which  he  was  weak  enough  toen- 
tertain--hence  his  timidity  and  delays,  and 
his  ovepcautiousness  for  lear  some  step  ta- 
ken, if  unsuccessful,  might  upset  his  ualcu. 
lations,  and  destroy  his  lately  formed  hopes 
of  reaching  the  Presidency. 

He  this  as  it  may,  however,  it  is  now,  from 
the  proofs  before  us,  very  certain  that  he 
was  either  decidedly  untitled  for  his  position 
at  the  head  of  such  an  army,  as  was  the 
case,  undoubtedly,  with  some  ol  his  succes 
sore,  or  that  he  was  looking  more  to  politi 
cal  honors  than  to  a  speedy  closing  of  the 
war,  by  striking  hard  and  decisive  blows 
when  he  had  so  many  splendid  opportunities. 
And  in  connection  with  this  subject,  we 
would  here  remind  the  reader,  of  theremark 
ol  Major  Key,  one  of  MeClellan's  aids,  after 
ihe  battle  of  Antietatu,  in  reply  to  the  ques- 
tion, why  his  chief  had  not  followed  up  the 
-ebel  army,  after  jtbe  issue  of  that  battle,

—  A  Chat- 
tanooga letter-writter  says  the  following, 
spoken  in  his  presenco  a  few  days  ago,  by  a 
rebel  captain  who  had  come  to  our  lines  and 
surrendered  himself,  will  serve  as  an  illustra- 
tion of  the  manner  in  which  our  military 
authorities  are  reaching  the  ears  and  hearts 
of  those  in  arms  against  the  Government: 

'■  Well,  sir.  it  you  would  know  why  I  de- 
serted the  Confederate  service,  I  will  tell 
you.  It  is  not,  because  ot  hardships  of 
camp  life,  or  the  belief  that  our  cause  is  not 
a  holy  one.  I  believe  that  the  South  is 
right';  that  the  general  Government  has  no 
Constitutional  power  to  coerce  States,  l'et, 
I  deserted  and  have  just  taken  the  Amnesty 
oath.  Well,  you  may  be  astonished.  My 
reasons  for  deserting  are:  I  could  no  longer 
fight  against  a  government  that  is  feeding 
my  wife  and  children,  and  keeping  from  my 
door  starvation  and  want.  1  have  been  in 
the  Confederate  service  over  two  years,  but 
when  1  found  the  United  States  were  feeding 
gratuitously  the  families  of  those  in  arms 
against  them,  1  resolved  that  1  would  no 
longer  carrv  a  Confederate  sword.'

We  have  already  stated  thai  Congress  according  to  the  testimony  of  MoCIcllan  I  eon,  Forrest  meanwhile  disposing  his7orcc 
wouldsoon  supply  the  omissions  of  import-  himself  one  year  beforo,  was  aiding  the  ar-  j  so  as  to  gain  a  decided  advantage.  Major 
aut  despatches  from  and  to  Gen.  McClellan. under  him  with  every  succor,  whilst  Barth,  of  the  Thirteenth  Tennessee  cavalry, 

was  in  command  with  400  of  that  regiment 
and  200  of  the  first  battalion  of  the  Sixth 
U.  S.  heavy  artillery,  formerly  the  First  Ala 
bama  cavalry,  colored.  The  flag  of  truce 
was  refused  and  fighting  was  resumed 
Afterwards  a  second  flag  came  in,  which 
was  also  refused.  Both  flags  gave  the  rebels 
the  advantage  of  gaining  new  positions. 
The  battle  was  kept  up  till  3  P.  M.when 
Major  Barth  was  killed  and  Major  Bradford 
took  command.  The  rebels  now  came  in 
swarms,  overpowering  our  troops  and  core, 
pelling  their  surrender. 

Immediately  upon  the  surrender  ensued  a 
scene  wlneh  utterly  battles  description.  Up 
to  that  time  comparatively  few  of  our  men 
were  killed,  but  the  infernal  lieuds,  blood- 
thirsty as  devils  incarnate,  commenced  an 
indiscriminate  butchery  ot  whites  and  blacks, 
including  those  of  both  colors  previously 
wounded.  The  black  soldiers  becoming  de- 
moralized, rushed  to  the  rear,  and  the  white 
officers  having  thrown  down  their  arms,  both 
white  and  black  were  bayoneted,  shot,  or 
sabered,  ami  even  dead  bodies  were  horribly 
mutilated,  children  seven  or  eight  years  and 
several  negro  women  were  killed  in  cold 
blood.  Soldiers  unliable  to  speak  from  wounds 
were  shot  dead,  their  bodies  being  rolled 
down  the  banks  into  the  river. 

Dead  and  wounded  negroes  were  piled  into 
huts  and  burned,  and  several  citizens,  who 
joined  our  forces  for  protection,  were  killed 
or  wounded     Out  of  a  garrison  of  six  bun 
drcd,  only  two  hundred  remained  alive. 

Among  ourdead  officers  are  Captain  Brad- 
lord,  Lieutenants  Barr,  Altera,  Strom, Wilson, 
Revet,  and  Major  Booth,  all  of  the  13th  Ten- 
nessee cavalry.  Captain  Boston  and  Lieuten- 
ant Logan,  Thirteenth  Tennessee.  Captain 
Young,  Twcnlvfourtli  Missouri,  and  the 
acting  Provost  Marshal,  were  taken  prison- 
ers. Major  Bradford  was  also  captured,  but 
said  to  have  escaped.  It  is  feared,  however, 
that  he  has  been  killed. 

The  steamer  Platte  Valley  came  up  about 
half-past  "  o'clock.  She  was  hailed  by  the 
rebels.  Under  a  flag  of  truce  men  were 
sent  ashore  to  bury  the  dead  and  take 
aboanl  such  of  the  wounded  as  the  rebels 
had  allowed  to  live.  Fifty-seven  were  ta 
ken  on  board,  including  iwenty-eight  color- 
ed, eight  of  whom  died  on  the  way  up. 

Another  steamer  arrived  here  this  even- 
ing and  was  immediately  sent  to  Mound 
City  hospital  to  discharge  her  suffering  car- 
go. Among  the  wounded  officers  of  the 
colored  troops  are  Capt  Porter,  Lieut.  Sib 
berts,  Adjt.  Lemming  Six  guns  were  cap- 
tured, including  two  10-pound  Parrots,  and 
two  12-pound  howitzers 

The  intention  of  the  rebels  neeuied  lo  be 
to  evacuate  the  place  and  move  towards 
Memphis. 

A  despatch  ol  April  11,  from  Little  Rock, 
Arkansas,  gives  advices  from  Cen.  Steele  to 
the  7th.  His  expedition  reached  a  point 
five  miles  south  of  Elkin's  ferry,  on  Little 
Missouri  river,  about  twenty  miles  from 
Camden,  where  he  expected  General  Thayer 
yvith  lhe  Fort  Smith  force  next  day.  On  the 
3d  Shelby  attacked  Steele's  rear  guard  un- 
der Gen.  Rice  with  1,200  cavalrv,  two  pieces 
of  artillery,  anil  was  repulsed  with  the  loss 
of  one  hundred  killed  and  wounded  and 
fifteen  prisoners  On  the  lib  Mannaduke 
attacked  with  three  or  four  thousand  caval- 
ry and  live  pieces  ol  nrlilley  on  the  south 
side  of  Little  Missouri  After  five  hours 
fighting  was  routed  with  a  loss  of  four  killed 
and  twenty-three  wounded.  Our  loss  twenty- 
throe  wounded.  There  is  a  large  force  ot 
rebels  five  or  six  miles  in  Steele's  advance, 
but  it  is  not  expected  they  will  make  a  stand. 

On  the  14th  April,  the  rebel  General 
Bit  ford  demanded  Ihe  surrender  ol  Padu- 
cah,  but  while  the  flag  of  truce  was  in  stole 
all  the  horses  and  plunder  they  could,  and 
then  left 

It  is  stated  thai  about  one  thousand  de- 
serters from  the  rebel  army  are  in  Okefo 
nobo  Swamp,  Florida,  regularly  armed 
against  the  Confederate  authorities 

It  appears  that  the  report  of  the  siuking 
off  the  rebel  ram  Tennessee  at  Mobile  was 
untrue  The  latest  dates  fiom  that  city  re 
present  the  rain  ns  getting  ready  to  attack 
the  Federal  fleet. 

A  despatch  from  New  Orleans,  states  that 
a  brilliant  fight  recently  took  place  at  Pen- 
sacola,  between  thirty  of  thel4tb  New  York 
cavalry  and  the  57tli  Alabama  (rebel)  cav- 
alry, in  which  the  rebels  were  almost  anni 
hilated  in  a  hand-to-hand  encounter  with 
saber? 

A  despatch  from  Denver  city,  dated 
April  14,  shows  that  trouble  with  the  In 
dians  had  commence  1  in  that  section  On 
the  12th,  a  detachment  of  the  1st  Colorado 
cavalry  had  a  fight  with  a  parly  of  Cheyen 
de  Indians  on  the  north  side  of  Platte  river, 
near  Fremont's  orchard,  eighty-five  miles 
east  ol  here,  on  the  stage  road.  Two  sol- 
diers were,  killed  and  four  wounded.  Sev- 
eral Indians  were  killed.  Strong  detaeh- 
mcnts  of  troops  have  been  sent  in  various 
directions  against  the  Indians.  Some  un- 
easiness is  caused  by  the  conduct  of  thc- 
Araphoes  and  Cheyen nes.  They  are  male, 
ing  unusual  efforts  to  obtain  arms  and  am 
munition,  and  hare  recently  stampeded  sev- 
eral herds  of  cattle  near  here.  Very  string- 
ent orders  have  been  issued  forbidding  the 
sale  of  arn  s  and  ammunition  to  Indians 
Governor  Goodwin  of  Arizona,  with  an  ex- 
ploring parly,  had  a  fight  on  the  27th  of 
February  with  the  Indians,  killing  live. 

April  10. — We  have  the  following  addi 
tioual  from  Fort  Pillow  and  PaducaU 

A  Cairo  despatch  of  the  loth  says,  that 
two  negro  soldiers,  wounded  at  Fort  Pillow, 
who  were  buried  by  the  rebels,  ami  after 
wards  worked  themselves  out  of  their 
graves,  were  among  those  brought  up  on 
the  Platte  Valley,  and  are  now  in  the  hos 
pital  at  Mound  City.  The  officers  of  the 
Platte  Valley  received  great  credit  troiu  the 
military  and  all  others  for  landing  at  Fort 
Pillow  at  an  imminent  risk,  and  taking  our 
wounded,  and  for  the  kind  and  humane 
treatment  manifested  toward  them  on  ihe 
way  up,  doing  everything  possible  to  render 
aid  and  relieve  their  sufferings  Three  oth- 
er negroes  were  buried  alive  by  lhe  rebels  at 
Fort  Pillow,  making  five  in  all.  All  yvcre 
wounded  but  one,  and  he  was  forced  to  help 
dig  the  pits,  and  was  tlien  thrown  in  and 
covered  up.  Chalmers  said  to  a  Federal  of- 
ficer  on  board  the  Platte  Valley  that  il  was 
their  intention  to  show  n  .  mercy  lo  honii- 
made  Yankees — meaning  Southerners  sen 
ing  in  the  Union  army — and  negroes,  but 
genuine  Yankees  would  be  treated  as  prison- 
ers of  war.

At  a  meeting  of  the  citizens  of  Laurel 
conntv,  held  at  the  Court  House,  in  London, 
Laurel  county,  Kentucky,  on  the  11th  day 
of  April,  1864,  it  being  County  Court  day 
for  said  county,  on  motion,  (Jenl.  .IAKYIS 
JACKSON  was  called  lo  the  chair,  and  Jo 
skpei  R  Martiv  was  appointed  Secretary. 

The  object  of  the  meeting  being  explained 

by  the  Chairman,  on  motion  ot  W.  S.  Doak 
a  committee  of  five  was  appointed  to  prepare 
resolutions,  toyvit:  W.  S.  Doak,  Jonathan 
McNeill,  Robert  Hays,  David  Williati.s,  and 
C.  B.  Faris,  who  reported  the  following: 

1.  Resolved,  That  we  do,  and  shall  contin- 
ue to,  adhere  to  the  doctrines  of  the  Union 
party  in  Kentucky,  as  we  have  always  held 
them,  "The  Union — the  Constitution,  and 
the  enforcement  of  the  laws."  That  we  hold 
to  these  doctrines,  notwithstanding  any  po- 
litical condition,  lo  the  contrary,  and  regard 
them  as  the  true  conservative  basis,  equally 
opposed  to  those  >vho  make  either  the  con- 
tinuation, or  abolition,  of  slavery  conditions 
to  their  loyalty. 

2.  That  there  is  one  great  paramount  ob 
ject  now  before  the  nation;  that  is,  the  pros 
ecution  of  the  war  to  the  complete  suppres- 
sion of  the  rebellion ;  and  thereby,  securing 
a  permanent  peace.  And  to  this  end  it  is 
the  duty  of  the  Federal  Government  to  pros 
ecnte  the  war  with  its  utmost  energies,  and 
by  every  means  consistent  with  the  Consti- 
tution and  civilized  war.  And  it  is  the  duty 
of  our  Representative  in  Congress,  without 
either  dodging,  or  factious  opposition,  toren 
der  all  possible  support  to  the  Government 
by  their  voices  and  votes  ,  and  it  is  the  duty 
o/  every  citizen  lo  give  to  the  Federal  Gov- 
ernment all  the  aid  in  his  power.  Discard- 
ing old  party  names  and  distinctions  let  all 
be  united  as  our  common  brotherhood,  for 
the  accomplishment  of  our  common  end.- 

3.  Il  is  the  duty  of  every  citizen  to  sub- 
mit to  the  laws  of  Congress,  until  they  are 
made  void  by  the  Supreme  Court, — avoiding 
all  vain  and  malicious  denunciations  and 
violent  abuse  of  the  Government;  because 
such  a  course  leads  to  open  and  forcible  re- 
sistance, and  that  must  necessarily  lead  to 
affiliation  with  the  rebels.  Resistance  by 
force  is  treason  and  rebellion  ;  and  they  who 
incite  others  to  it,  by  their  endless  ciaiu- 
plaints  and  violent  abuse  ot  iheGoverninent, 
are  guilty. 

4.  That  the  Northern  faction  which  has 
falsely  assumed  the  name  of  ''Constitutional 
Union  Democratic  Party,  and  which  will 
be  represented  in  Convention  at  Chicago, 
have,  by  their  slanders  against  ihe  Govern- 
ment, by  their  resistance  to  the  laws  of 
Congress,  by  t heir  wavering  course,  by  their 
false  and  treasonable  cries  tor  peace  and 
compromise  with  rebels  in  arms,  deservedly 
lost  the  confidence  of  all  loyal  men 

5.  That  the  vcrv  extraordinary  assump 
lion  of  power  by  the  late  Executive  Com- 
mittee of  the  Union  party  in  Kentucky,  by 
which  the  party  is  expected  to  be  transferred 
and  tacked  on  to  this  Northern  disloyal  fac- 
tion, is  a  gross  insult  to  the  good  sense,  inde- 
pendence, and  loyalty  of  the  Union  men  of 
Kentucky. 

6  That  there  is  nothing  that  we  more 
earnestly  loajre  than  peace  and  union  with 
our  whole  country — North  and  South;  but 
we  have  no  new  terms, — no  compromises  to 
offer  the  rebels  more  than  that  which  has 
been  constantly  offered  them  by  the  tiov 
ernmeul :  that  is,  submission  to  the  Consti- 
tution and  laws 

7.  That  we  recommend  as  delegates  to  the 
Union  Convention  to  be  held  in  Louisville, 
on  the  25th  May  next,  Hon  ('•  Pkmjl  and 
Jonathan  McNeill. 

Which  resolutions  were  read,  and  iinani 
mously  adopted. 

On  motion,  C.  B.  Faris  and  Mark  Har- 
nix  were  also  appointed  as  delegates  to  the 
Louisville  Convention;  and  that  no  other 
instructions  are  given  save  the  foregoing  re- 
solutions. 

C.  B.  Faris  being  called  upon,  addressed 
the  meeting,  in  which  he  forcibly  urged  the 
great  necessity  of  a  vigorous  prosecution  of 
the  war,  and  complete  suppression  of  the 
rebellion  as  the  only  means  by  which  we 
can  obtain  a  permanent  peace,  and  escape 
national  disgrace.  He  deprecated  the  idea 
of  loyal  men  of  Kentucky,  affiliating  with  a 
party  faction  that  had,  from  the  commence- 
ment of  this  war,  interposed  everv  obstruc- 
tion their  ingenuity  could  invent  to  hinder, 
distract,  and  retard  the  progress  of  tlie  Fed 
eral  Government  and  the  Union  Armv. 
Which  address  was  heartily  responded  to  by 
the  people. 

After  which,  the  meeting  adjourned

No  boats  have  been  allowed  to  leave  here 
for  points  below  Columbus  since  the  first 
news  of  the  Tort  I'illow  affair.  The  attach 
on  Paducah  yesterday  proved  to  be  a  mere 
raid  for  plunder,  made  by  a  couple  of  hun- 
dred men,  who  were  driven  out  by  the  fort 
and  gunboats.  After  occupying  a  portion  of 
the  town  for  about  an  hour,  they  left,  taking 
away  a  number  of  horses  and  considerable 
plunder,  leaving  behind  half  a  dozen  hilled 
and  wounded.  No  one  hurt  on  our  side. 
.Several  of  the  guns  captured  by  Forrest  at 
Fort  Pillow  were  spiked  before  falling  into 
bis  bands.  The  others  were  turned  upon 
the  gunboal  Number  Seven,  which,  from 
exhaustion  of  ammunition,  having  fired 
some  three  hundred  rounds,  was  com- 
pelled lo  withdraw.  Although  only  tin 
clad,  she  received  but  slight  injury. 

tienera!  Lee  arrived  anil  assumed  com- 
mand at  the  beginning  ol  the  battle,  pre- 
vious to  which  Chalmers  directed  the  move 
nienls.  Forrest,  with  his  main  force,  retired 
after  the  fight  to  P.rownsville,  taking  with 
him  the  captured  guns. 

While  the  steamer  Plalle  Valley  lay  un- 
der alias  of  truce,  taking  on  the  wounded,  a 
number  of  rebel  officers,  among  them  Chal- 
mers, went  aboard,  and  some  of  our  officers 
showed  them  great  deference,  drinking  with 
them,  and  showing  thum  other  marks  of 
courtesy.

Fairbanks  Pardoned. 

On  the  loth  April.  1864,  Rev.  f}xVhv 
I  .uitBANKs,  w»a  pardoned  out  of  the  Ken- 
tiii  ky  Penitentiary,  by  Lieut.  Guv.  JacoE. — 
acting  Governor,  in  the  absence  of  Governor 
BraMLBTTR,  who,  on  ll»e  13th,  left  Fnnkfort 
for  Nashville,  lor  consultation  with  Major 
General  Shicrman. 

It  will  be  remembered,  that  Faibbakbs 
iVms  convicted  and  pent  to  the  Penitentiary 
With  Delia  Wkbstkr,  by  the  Fayette  Circtiii 
Court,  several  years  ago,  for  running  orT  ne- 
groes He  was  pardoned  by  Gov  Critten- 
den". Subsequently  he  was  again  arrested, 
and  a)  the  February  term,  1852,  of  the  Jef 
feraon  Circuit  Count,  he  was  tried,  and  eon 
victed,  for  enticing  off  slaves  from  Jefferson 
i-ounty  to  a  free  State,  and  sentenced  to  the 
penitentiary  for  fifteen  years.  Consequently 
he  bad  less  than  three  years  to  serve  when 
pardoned

Mr.  Harris,  of  Maryland,  after  Loxo's 
treasonable  speech,  and  during  the  penden 
cy  of  the  resolution  for  his  expulsion,  en 
dersed  Lono's  sentiments,  and  went  on  even 
beyond  him.

Five  Ohio  Unionists  were  present,  and  all 
voted  I'or  expulsion  and  lor  censure.  Indi 
ana  has  seven  Democrats  ;  FJdgerton  was 
absent,  sick.  The  rest  were  nil  present  and 
voted  against  expulsion  On  the  question  ol 
censure,  Holtnan  and  Harrington  voted  for, 
::nd  Ltow against  it,  and  Cravens,  McDowell, 
and  Vorhees  dodged. 

Kentucky  has  nine  Representatives.  Clav 
Smith,  Wadsworth  and  Yea  man  were  absent 
Ul  those  present,  two,  Anderson  and  Ran 
ilall  voted  fur  expulsion,  and  four,  Grider. 
Harding.  Mai  lory  and  Brutus  (flay  against 
it;  two  voted  for  ensure,  Anderson  and 
Randall;  and  every  man  of  the  other  four, 
Grider,  Harding,  Hal  lory  and  Brutus  Clay 
dodged  Missouri  has  nine  members.  Three 
of  them,  Blow,  King  and  Hall,  were  absent. 
Of  those  present,  font — Boyd,  McClnrg,  Loan 
and  lilair — voted  lor  expulsion,  ami  two — 
Rollins  and  Scott — against.  On  the  censure, 
the  same  lour  voted  it,  and  Rollins  and  Scott 
dodged.  On  the  same  vote,  Dawson  and 
Lazear,  Irom  Western  Pennsylvania,  Demo 
crate,  dodged  All  this  dodging,  be  it  re 
membered,  was  on  the  vote  to  censure  Har- 
ris, ol'  Man  land  for  saying  in  debate  he 
hoped  the  rebel  Stales  would  not  Ke  subdued, 
and  he  prayed  God  Almighty  to  prevent  it.

— Yes,  that's  the  word  We 
can  find  no  better  term  to  express  the  idea 
which  we  wish  to  bring  before  your  mind's 
eye.  "Fixing  up"  is  a  good  terra  ;  it  refers 
to  acts  which  comprise  those  dozen  and  one 
little  comparatively  insignificant  things 
which  are  too  often  omitted,  and  which  in 
the  aggregate,  after  all,  affect  our  well-being 
wonderfully. 

This  is  the  season  of  the  year  for  "fixing 
up,"  here  a  little  and  there  a  little;  our 
fields,  our  gardens,  our  barns  and  our  houses 
— a  rail  or  a  stake  in  a  weak  fence,  a  couple 
or  so  of  young  trees  in  a  place  of  those  dead
